60th   ANNIVERSARY    OLD    BOYS'    DINNER    AND   CHAPEL    SERVICE 

On  the  evening  of  November  13th  an  enthusiastic  group  of  nearly 
two  hundred  Andreans  gathered  at  the  King  Edward  Hotel  in  Toronto 
to  pay  tribute  to  Bobbie  Laidlaw  who  had  served  St.  Andrew's  faith- 
fully for  the  past  fifty  years.  Ron  MacKinnon  ('46)  made  a  presentation  on 
behalf  of  the  Old  Boys  —  a  silver  cup  which  will  be  known  as  the 
"Laidlaw  Trophy"  which  will  be  put  up  for  competition  annually.  The 
exact  particulars  of  this  award  have  not  yet  been  defined  Ateo,  a  small 
monetary   token   was   presented. 

Jack  Macdonald  ('22),  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  was 
the  chief  speaker  of  the  evening.  He  outlined  the  plans  that  are  being 
made  for  the  expansion  and  improvement  of  S.A.C.  All  Old  Boys  will 
hear  more  of  this  project  during  the  coming  year.
